SABBATH POLITICS.

• Politics on the Sabbath I would say 


J, views of the Sabbath are substan- 
S y such as are taught in Baptist, Meth- 
odis't, and Presbyterian pulpits. 

It s now twenty years, since I under- 

* k to make mvself useful to my colored 
hretl.ren. During no small share of tlffn 
time however, 1 was useless, and worse 
than useless, to them, owing to my having 
been drawn, along with great multitudes 
n r far better and wiser men, into the Col¬ 
onization Society. That Society, long 
proved itself to be anything but the 
friend of the oppressed. The long period 
of mv interest in the anti-slavery cause 
would of itself, argue, that my attachment 
to it is strong ; and 1 need not confess the 
,ery obvious truth, that the cause, which 
we are exceedingly desirous to promote, 
we are in danger of trying to promote by 
improper means. I have, as you are aware, 
sought, for the last few months, to advance 

the anti-slavery cause by preaching poli¬ 
tics on Sunday—the day which 1 was, 
whether rightly or not, educated to regard 
as the Sabbath. Now, if it is wrong to 
preaeh politics on the Sabbath, I wish to 
know it. 1 wish to know it that I may re¬ 
pent of the sin—for whatever 1 can or 
cannot afford to do, I cannot afford to live 
i„ s in. I wish to know it, that 1 may be¬ 
seech such as have followed my guilty ex¬ 
ample in this respect to repent. 1 wish 
to know it, too, because I regard the anti¬ 
slavery cause as the cause of God ; and 
because my religious views are such as to 
forbid the idea of being able to advance the 
cause of God by means disapproved of God. 
As then I love the antislavery cause, and 
desire to see it crowned with triumph, so 
| would cease to promote it by preaching 
politics on the Sabbath, were I not per¬ 
suaded that such preaching has the Di¬ 
vine approbation. 

I Would not spend the hours of the Sab¬ 
bath in explaining to my hearers the or¬ 
ganization of nur Courts of Justice. I 
would not use this holy day in endeavors 
to teach them by what laws the financial 
interests of our country with other coun¬ 
tries could he best regulated. But, I cer¬ 
tainly should not scruple to use the Sab¬ 
bath for inculcating the duty of imbuing all 
our judicial organizations, arid judicial 
proceedings, and all our legislation, with 
the spirit of a sound morality and a sound 
religion. I would not, have the time of 
the Sabbath taken up with discourses about 
the best kinds of food, and about the best 
modes of cooking and eating them. But, 
in my view, it would not be sinful to teach, 
on the Sabbath, that even these common 
and humble employments should all he 
carefully subjected to the control of gos¬ 
pel principles—unless, indeed, it be sinful 
to say, on the Sabbath, in the words of the 
Bible : “ There shall he upon the bells of 
the horses holiness unto the Lord.” I 
would not have the Sabbath spent in teachr 
ing farmers with what kinds of ploughs 
and harrows they should plough and har¬ 
row their fields, and" .with what kinds of 
scythes and sickles they should cut down 
their crops. 1 would not have it spent in 
explaining to the merchant and mechanic 
the best modes of conducting their busi¬ 
ness. But, I should deem it right to speak 
on the Sabbath, to the farmer, the mer¬ 
chant, and the mechanic, the words which 
God speaks to them ; “ Be not. slothful in 
business—serving the Lord.” And, whilst 
I would not. have the Sabbath spent in m- s 
structing men in all the detail of their du¬ 
ties, as members of a civilized community 
—as voteis and rulers—I would, neverthe¬ 
less, think the Sabbath a proper time for 
inculcating on them the duty of applying 
the principles of the: gospel to this whole 
detail of duties.

I do not say, that men should act out 
their politics on the Sabbath ; but 1 do say, 
that it is right to teach, on the Sabbath, 
how they should act them out, on another 
day. I do not advise, that the Sabbath 
should be selected as the day for choosing 
our rulers, or enacting our laws , but I do, 
most earnestly contend, that it. is proper 
to teach, on this day, what kind of laws 
've should enact, whether righteous or tin- 
rijr|itq;,iis—and what kind of rulers we j 
should choose, wliether defenders of God’s 
poor, or tramplers upon God’s poor.

England and Mexico — Texas and the In ¬ 
states : —Whatever we may do with sla¬ 
very on this Continent ourselves, no Eu¬ 
ropean power shall intrude upon its do¬ 
mestic relations. 

Mr. Wise was a ‘glorious Whig’- in 1840 
when his views on this subject were as rap¬ 
id as thev are now. The dinner -party 
was given to Mr. II. M. T. Hunter, whose 
election as Speaker of the 26th Congress 
was hailed as a Whig victory —he having 
the votes of nearly all the Northern whigs. 
He, like Wise, is" one of those unchanged 
whigs who abide by the original principles 
of the party—‘for Tippecanoe and Tyler 
too.’ In his speech at the table, he struck 
the same chord : 

‘Among other things, he alluded to the 
movements of Great Britain in relation to 
Texas and Mexico. He had never made 
any pretensions of being imbued with a 
prophetic spirit ; hut, on the present oc¬ 
casion, he felt strongly tempted to risk his 
character ns a prophet, and he according¬ 
ly prophesied,that within three months lie 
would hear that Great Britain had tender¬ 
ed her mediation between Texas and 
Mexico, in order to establish the indepen¬ 
dence of Texas, on condition of her abol¬ 
ishing slavery within her borders.; He 
graphically placed before our eyes the ef¬ 
fects this might produce on the South ; 
and boldly proclaimed that it was the 
bounden duty of the South to move in a 
body for the annexation of Texas to the 
Union. He showed the policy and justice 
of the measure, the beneficial effects it 
woul>r,ltave on the whole country ; and he 
placed in a strong light the unreasonable¬ 
ness of the North, if she were to oppose 
it : that all opposition from .every quarter 
would he bootless, if the South wereonly 
true to herself; that the young West,with 
giant strides, would come to the rescue.’ 

The Richmond Enquirer says :— 

‘We are disposed to think, that it [the 
topic of Texas,] should not have been 
touched at this time, on such an occasion, 
(and in .this shape,) by a member of Con- 


the Executive, it may come before that 
body in another form. The President has 
probably instructed our Minister abroad 
upon the subject, and may have some in¬ 
formation to communicate about it at the 
next session of Congress.’ 

No doubt of this,but lest the plan should 
fail, through the difficulty of getting a suf¬ 
ficient number of Northern Senators to 
leave their seats, so as to allow the slave¬ 
holders a two-third vote in favor of the 
treaty, the Van Buren portion of the slave 
holders are prepared to come to the res¬ 
ell so, by bringing in a bill to annex Texas. 
This cannot be carried, if they can get a 
bare majority in both Houses. A late 
number of the Natchez Free Trader has 
the follow ing paragraph on the subject ; 

‘Our able, eloquent, and influential Sen¬ 
ator in the Congress ofthe United States, 
Hon. Robert J. Walker., has ever cherish¬ 
ed the annexation as an object dear to his 
heart. His talents and unwearying exer¬ 
tions will ever, as they have been, be de¬ 
voted to this new achievement for the 
country of Washington, and the consoli¬ 
dation of the principles of Jefferson. The 
very next session of Congress, if his life 
shall be spared him, he will introduce a 
bill into Congress for the annexation—a 
bill embodying the wishes of entire Anglo- 
Saxon blood in Texas, as Well as of the 
Democracy ofthe United States.’ 

Mr. Walker has visited Texas, and ad¬ 
dressed the Congress of the Republic, for 
which they have voted him a statue, tube 
placed in the .legislative hall !

Rio de Janeiro, September 13, 1843. ) 
Dear Sir 

I avail myself of the departure of a Haiti more 
vessel to give you the little information 1 can oil- 
lain up to this date. The St. Louis’put back fo 
repair a leak, and caulk throughput, after having 
been some twenty.days at sea, on her way to the 
East Indies—she parted with the Brandywine in 
a fresh breeze. 

Yesterday a slave prize arrived from Africa in 
charge of two English Midshipmen, who captured 
her in a small boat with a crew of ten men, arid 
brought her safe into port. The Captain.of the . 
slaver was shot while in the act of repelling the 
English boat, and his body falling overboard could 
not be recoveredthe seamen of the vessel how¬ 
ever, surrendered without firing a shot, and they 
are now safely deposited on hoard of an English 
man-of-war. After the slaves are rescued by the 
humane endeavors of the English Government, 
they are resuscitated on board of vessels provided 
for the purpose ; and as 1 have just returned from 
visiting-the. late arrival on board of the : Crescent, I 
shall attempt to give you some idea of the state in 
which I foupd them. The slaver is scarcely larg¬ 
er than one Of our coasting schooners, and yet she 
sailed from Africa with four hundred and fifty np- 
groes on board, out of which but three hundred 
and fifteen arrived in port,the balance having died 
of confinement, starvation and disease, during the 

voyage. On board of the C'-1 saw some of the 

three hundred and fifteen who have escaped the 
iiurrrai-sof slavery, for many have died since their 
arrival from the etlhcts of'bad diet and confine¬
